The slave trade then increased very, con- 
siderably. 
When ;the wiu was over, and 


the cruising .squadron was strengthened, it 
declined. The year 1&45, in particular, was 
a bad one for the Brazilian slave-dealers— 
, But in. January, 1846, two vessels succeed- 
ed in reaching Bahia with 'their cargoes
